A correspondent writes-to the /epan 
Chronicle: — 
. The Manchu Quarter in Canton lies to 
the right or south of the West Gate. 
Without warning, in less than a minute 
one “finds oneself back in Peking, From 
narrow crowded. streets where everything 
is essentially Chinese,” where there are 
shops with sign-boards, .markets,. and 
money-changers, you step into streets that 
are broad and empty, cold-looking and 
grey. They have the hardness. of th: 
North and the spaciousness of its plains. 
There is about them the same suggestion 
of Joncliness and austerity as “there is 
in'the country between Peking and the 
Princess’ Tomb on a November day. The 
houses are those of the Tartar City, not 
those. of the City of Rams: One of the 
characteristic features of the Jatter is 
the Jadder-like:sliding-door which, drawn 
back, admits one straight into a‘room, 
But: the doors of these Manchu houses 
push inwards on to courtyards. Stand-

There is tragedy in the Manchu city 
in Nanking, but it .is the tragedy of ruins 
growing old, Here there is tragedy in 
progress, rnin taking. place. Walls gape 
and roofs are falling, and grass is spring- 
ing from crevices daily widening. In the: 

-the-Quarter-a-strong-detachment 
of the Hsin-Chiin occupies what was once 
the, Yamen of the Tartar Lientenant- 
General. Sentries with fixed bayonets 
stand ‘on guard on either side, and groups 
of soldiers. in the grey ‘uniform which 
the Revolution -had made ‘so familiar 
lounge about in front. Were one to 
return. to the Chinese City without seeing 
anything ‘more, it would be with very 
bitter ‘feelings. 


East of the Yamen, however, stands the 
Wu Haier Seu, a temple associated with 
the tradition which ‘gives Canton one of 
its. oldest names, the tradition, namely, of 
the five Genii who came: riding into the 
City on Rams, carrying ears of corn in 
token of plentiful harvests. The Can-| 
tonese built. a temple in memory of the 
event, but in the 10th year of ti 2 reign 
of Hang Wu—the first Empero, of the 
Ming Dynasty—the site of the temple was 
required for the erection of a Treasury.
